For the last twelve months the 
roads of Muhlenberg have had my 
serious consideration, as I am con- 
vinced that no other internal im- 
provement would enhance land 
values half to much, and good 
highways would be a convenience 
and comfort which all woiihl share 
alike, whether land owner, renter, 
business man or visitor. But when 
I take into consideration the small 
sum of <t 1 2,000, and look over the 
700 miles of dirt roads in the county, 
it is easy to see that we haven't 
enough money to start the work.

services; thefr grasp of affairs, the 

sympathy and help they have given 
mc have deeply impressed and pleas- 
ed me, for 1 have realized that they 
have always been willing to give 
fullest returns, realising that while 
they were working for others they 
were at the same time working for 
themselves. This interest on their 
part has resulted in more satisfactory 
results, also, for they are studying 
conditions, finding ont the needs, 
and giving better results, at the 
same time doing the work more 
quickly as well as thoroughly. 

Our people realize that much of 
the work that has been done on the 
roads during the past seven or eight 
years, especially in the matter of 
culverts and bridges, has been time 
and money wasted. The life of a 
wooden calvert is from three to five 
years, Ibat Is, if it is not washed 
away the first heavy r*>n that falls 
after it is put in. The ditches fill 
up after* a very short time, and the 
road surfa^ce is soon ruined, as the 
dirt grading is quickly marked by 
rots, and the surface once broken 

tht road is soon go»g, and remains 
<;^at way nntil neat year, whept a 

new appropriation is secured and 
the same Cibajacier 0;f temporary 
work done a^ain. This might be 
continued until tkc PWk of doom 
and we would still have no roads 
that meet modern needs. Certainly 
there would be some slight gain 
each year, but nothing like a fair 
lelurn for the thousands spent. Our 
road sapsndituies should be in the 
nature of a pennanent investment, 
rather thaa a yearly expense thfl 
must be met inde^nitely, practically 
withoat any advance so far as high- 
ways are eoncemed. 

For the past two years steel and 
concrete culverts have been used 
pretty generally, and their perman- 
ence and utility have been proven. 
None of them have been washed out, 
and where properly put down and 
crowned with rock and dirt, none 
has been damaged, no matter hdw 
muddy the roads and how heavy 
the traffic. This should be extend 
ed lu the bridges, as every one that 
was built would last for generations 
yet to come, and would be a la^ticj; 
monument to our wiadom iad tcoao- 
S}y. Public mcney should be spent 
V^t^ tn§ k^^i j ijgii^ect that direct^

Now, Iricnds, Kl us io ik at this 
vital question from a sensible stand- 
point, and quit our flimsy road con- 
strviction. In my opinion it would 
be much better lo take the bulk ot 
our funds eath year and start to 
macadamize our roads, beginning 
on the most traveled sections, of 
course, and each year extending as 
far as our funds would allow. If 
this had been done with the money 
spent the past twenty years we 
would now have bad many miles of 
perfect, permanent highways, and 
the balance of the roads would have 
been in just abi>ut as good condition 
— or no worse condition, if you 
please —as now. After investigation 
my jud);ment dictates that what we 
necti now is a steam road roller. In 
fact, we have needed that ever since 
the graders were put in operation, 
and if that had been provided, there 
copld bave been saved half to three- 
fourths of the money that has been 
spent for grading, and the road been 
in better shape, too, lor if the 
surface of a road has been put in 
proper grade, and is then packed 
thoroughly, the surface is not easily 
broken, as there are no dust or mud 
ruts formed for a long while. As it 
is now, the first heavy vehicle that 
goes over a road marks the part 
that will be used until the ruts arc 
so deep that they muat be dodged. 
At first they are dust ruts, the loose 
surface being pushed aside and tires 
packmg^do^o. the pitt.«ondet 
tread. The first raiq, that falls is 



held in these depressed lines, and 
when wheels ,;;et to dragging through 
the mud the wear is terrific, and 
the road is soon gone. With a 

smooth, haril surface from side lo 
side ot the road, there would be no 
marked line for vehicka, and the 
whole area would be covered, dis- 
tributing the wear, and another sav- 
ing feature would be that the road 
surface would not be washed oti in 
the ditches, stop|)ing ihem up and 
holding water to undermine the road. 

A road roller is indispensable in 
the making of macadam road, but 
its usefulness is e(|ually as great in 
maintaining dirt roads. 

Farmers, business and profession- 
al men, corporations, county of- 
ficials, everyone, iu adjoining coun- 
ties are busying themselves in 
thought and action on the building 
of permanent highways, and I shall 
be glad to have the interest and 
fupport of all our people in my 
work- ^t is my sincere desire to 
do the very be^t possible for the 
people, and am e^ipending the pub- 
lic funds with a view to securing 
the greatest returns. While f do 
not hope to escape criticism of an 
adverse natjure, an^ to be condemn- 
ed by at leaft a few, I shall coniin- 
i^e lo discharge my duties without 
fear, favor or prejudice, m,y chief 
Ikope being ihat our people will 
wa]ke and g^* ep»)|^i|«jast^c on the 
food road» qucstiot).

Road making crews are at work, 
and the principal roads of the coun- 

tv will icceive first attention. i\)m- 
uii>^ioiier Itoggess is working the 
road from the I'ittman place through 
to the county line on the upper 
Madisonville route, and much of 
this is the ro-.ue <>f ihe tnral mail.

("■en. T. Coleman du Pont, presi- 
dent of the I.. I. du I'ont de Ne- 
mours Powder Co., Wilmington, 
Del., in an interview last week said 
that he is |>rocccding with the plans 
for building the ;iS2,ooo,ooo boule- 
vard, which, when completed, is 
to be given by him to the people of 
1 )ela ware. 

The boulevard will be no miles 
long. It will extend from the north- 
ern bouudary to the southern bound- 
aiy I'f the State, with a right of way 
of not less than 100 feet and not 
over 300 feet. The authority of the 
.state 1 .ei;islature has hecn received, 
so that every step taken may be in 
accordance with the law; and, al- 
though this great highway is to be 
deedetl absolutely to the State when 
completed, it has been the wish of 
(ieneral du I'ont that a commision 
appoiuted by the Governor should 
select the route, determine tiie char 
acter of the highway and the con- 
struction material to be used. This 
(•omiiiission has been appointed and 
three surveying parties have been 
detailed to survey the various pos 
siliic !»ute^ of the boulevard. In 
01. 'r; to carry-ottrth^pina Ihtf cOttl- 
mission h«» been given by the State 
the right to condemn land needed 
for the riglit ol way. The tinal route 
will be determined by the results td 
the survey, io some extent it will 
be influenced by the desire of com 
munities or individuals to have the 



ed by expert highway engineers best 
suited to conditions as they may 
exist at various points along the 
route. The construction will follow 
the best practice of road engineering 
and construction as to drainage, cul- 
verts, etc. It is intended to have 
suitable space for tree planting, 
sidewalks and beautifying the right 
of way. The portion of the boule- 
vard to be devoted to the roadway 
and deeded to the .State is to be 30 
feet wide. I he remainder of the 
right of way will be available for an 
electric railway line, underground 
pipes and conduits for the transpor- 
tation of oil, gas, water, steam or 
any other purpose lor which it can 
be legally used, provi^ied always, 
that such use is not detrimental to 
the highway .for vehicular travel. 
It IS proj.osed to establish stations 
al about every 10 miles, at which 
information of any kind desired may 
be obtained regarding the locality 
and at which supplit-s tor automo- 
biles, teams, etc., may be obtained. 

One plan for which General du 
Pont has had under consideration is 
tu have a 12 fool r'^adway at each 



enough roads to go around the" 
world 14 times, kept up by the Gov- 
ernment, and horses there pull three 
to five tons on the roads. 

"In offering to build this road I 
want to say that I have no ulterior 
motive whatever. I wanted to do 
something for the good of Delaware, 
and at first I thought of a hospital, 
then of schools, and finally 1 thought 
that good roads would really do 
more for the State of 1 )clawarc than 
anything else I could do." 

Since the publication of this offer 
the neighboring States of Pennsyl- 
vania and .Maryland have taken up 
the (| tiesii(jn of building roads to 
connect with this boulevard, and it 
is possible that a part of this road 
will he an important link in ihc great 
highway that will no doubt eventual- 
ly extend from New York or Mon- 
treal to Florida. 

This Coleman du I'ont lioulevard 
may well prove to be a most lastlag 
monnment to the family whose name 
has been closely allied with that of 
Delaware since 1802 when K. I. du 
I'ont de Nemours founded along the 
Brandywine the powder works that 
have become the greatest of the 
kind in existence. Delaware may 
well be felictuted oa haTisf %ithin 
its bounds the broad-minded and 
liberal-hearted man who has made 
possible for the State a new era of 
prosperity, and who is providing a 
source of civic advancement which 
will be an inspiration for otlMr 
and other comssnnities.

I'ersonally, 
deneral du Pont does not think that 
the boulevard should go directly 
through any of the principal towns, 
because it would frequently subject 
to the disadvantages of sharp turns, 
and it is probable in many 
cases the way would be too con 
stricted for a boulevard. U is also 
possible that contention might arise 
between the authorities of the town 
aad State. For these reaaons be 
believes it wp.uld be pfefertble for 
thf roavl to be at least half a* mile 
from the town which it is to pass, 
with a branch road to extend from 
the town to the bot)leva(d« It is 
estimated that ^he cost of theboule- 
\ard will reach >-',ooo.ooo. This 
will be paid by General du Pont, 
and, when completed, the road will 
be deeded to ihe State and there- 
after be u)aiuta\ned by it. It is 
^stin^ated that the cost of mainten- 
i^nce wi^ be less than 4 per cent, 
per annum of the cost of construc- 
tion. Ihe enviable position of Dela- 
ware in having 1^ citizen who has 
the will and the weans to provide 
such a monument to civic pride is 
attracting attention of the whole 
country. 

(ieneral du Tout wet\t (o Delaware 
in 1902 from l^ouisville, Ky., where 
he was born. He has been a con- 
sistent a Ivocate of good ro.uls, and 
now underlakes this monumental 
work for the benetit uf his State and 
as an expression of his own profound 
conviction iu the value of good roads 
for the betlermeat of mankind. In 
speaking of his plans for building 
this road he said: 

" I do not think any of us fully 
reali/.e the benefit good roads ^ill 
mean to the State. It would tend 
to develop it from one eml to the 
other and brin^ our farmers nearer 
the market with their crops, and let 
people who know little of Delaware 
come i.cfj auti ^ee wh\t we have 
and locate here. The f rencl\ have

but a few days or even hoOrs before, 
leaving him al what seemed the 
highest notch of physical well-being, 
and perhaps protesting that he did 
not know what illness meant. 

This disease is most dangerous 
to the apparently strong, robust 
people of heavy weight and hearty 
appetite, although it may attack any 
one, for its germs are omnipresent. 

The strong and foll-bloodtd indi- 
vidual who is at the same time some- 
thing overweight is especially in 
danger of pneumonia, and should 
take particular care to avoid it. it 
his diet is too heavy^and that 
may safely be asaumed — it should 
be ruthlessly cut down, especially 
as to meat and the elimination ot 
alcohol. 

The weighing scale is a good 
friend to such a peison^ and should 

be consulted regularly. The scale 
docs not argne about that extra 
pound or two, it proves it; and after 
a weight in accordance with age and 
height has been determined, it ca« 
be maintained, in most cases, by 
the exercise of a little self-control. 

There are hosts of people who in- 
dolently permit themselves to get 
heavy, and even fat, iu the winter 
months. They are the people who 
should be constantly reminded — 
'* The pneumonia germ'Il git yer, \i 
yer don't watch out!" 

The conditioo of the man must be 
recognised as more important than 
the presence ot the germ, as provetl 
by the fact that there is less mortal* 
ity among the thin aad apparaoUy 
delicate than amoQf the itotti and 
full-blooded. 

Some of the phrases used by the 
laity on this subjicct have, after aU^ 
more sense than nonsense in them. 
It is said that some one is "threaten- 
ed with pneumonia," or that a **bad 
cold ran into pneumonia,** and in a 
sense it is true, f"r tvery one is 
"threatend" with pneumonia; that is 
to say, the germ is always present, 
and ready and willing to begin its 
work if one only gives it a chance.
